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[TITLE OF THE INVENTION] 

AUTOMATIC SPIT-ROASTER 

WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

An automatic spit-roaster where a plurality of source vessels 
and heaters facing the source vessels among the source vessels are 
disposed, and a spit-roasted food (meat) dipped in each source vessel 
passes between the heaters, characterized in that source is supplied 
to each source vessel while a flow rate thereof is being adjusted 
by a flow rate controller, oily substance of meat floating on a 
surface of source stored in each source vessel overflows to flow 
into a receiving plate and drop off in an oil receiving vessel, 
a water vessel is provided below an arm so that the oily substance 
of the meat dropping is received in the water vessel, and oily 
substance of meat floating on water stored in the water vessel 
overflows to be received in a water exhaust tank through an exhausted 
water receiver. 

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 

Figures show an embodiment of an automatic spit-roaster, where 

Fig. 1 is a front view, Fig. 2 is a plan- view (a side view), Fig. 

3 is an enlarged sectional view taken along line I-I in Fig. 1, 

Fig. 4 is an enlarged sectional view taken along line II-II in Fig. 

1, and Fig. 5 is a front view showing a piping arrangement of a 

source supplying pipe.
